Joe Reed Given Five Years in Pen¬ 
itentiary For Killing Jack Kim- 
berlin.— Court Adjourned 
Saturday. 


Negro Woman and Her Child 
Meet Horrible Death.-f While 
Deranged She is Thought 
To Have Fired Building. 


Judge Thurman, on the last day of 
this term of Court, upon motion of at¬ 
torneys for the defendant, granted a 
new trial in the case of J. T. Prather, 
etc., plaintiffs,vs. W. L. Keeling, de¬ 
fendant, which was decided at the last 
.term of Court in favor of the plaintiffs. 


The jury In the case of the Common - 
wealth vs. Joe Keed, charged" with the 
murder of Jack Kimberlin, arrived at a 
verdict Thursday night about 8 o'clock, 
after two hours deliberation. The jury 
found the defendant guilty of man¬ 
slaughter and fixed his punishment at 
five years in the penitentiary. The 
trial of the case occupied Wednesday 
and Thursday of last week, a number of 
witnesses being examined for each side. 
The evidence was tj the effect that on 
Saturday night, Feb. 5, 1910, a negro 
party was given by the defendant-and 
Mod Johnson at the icboolhouse in Bn-; 
ertown. That there was some trouble 
preceding the fatal affray, which the 
defendant attempted to quell. That 
thereafter the defendant was accused by 
the deceased of having pulled a pistol 
on him and then struck the defendant 
in the face, whereupon Reed attempted 
to get his pis lot but was relieved ot it 
by his brother. The evidence as to the 
actual occurrences at the time of the 
killing was more or levs conflicting. It 
appeared, however, that within a quar¬ 
ter of an hour the two men met again 
in a different part of the building and 
that the trouble again arose. Reed, in 
the meantime, had recovered the pistol 
which had been taken from bim and 
which he swore waa the pistol of John 
Spalding and which he was caring for 
tor Spalding. Kimberiin, it was sworn 
bv witnesses for both the Common¬ 
wealth and defense, “made at” Reed 
when Reed shot him. Some of the 
witnesses saw the shooting in some way 
and some in another, while some heard 
the shooting but did not see it. Reed 
swore that Kimberlin rushed at him 
with an open knife in his hand and 
shouting, “Now I’ve got you.” and 
that thereupon he brought his pistol 
about and shot, but that just as he shot 
someone grabbed his arm and that the 
shot went downward. It was sworn by 
all of the witnessed 41pt immediately 
after this shot that several others were 
fired but it was not known by whom. 
There was a hole found ill the lower 
part of the overcoat worn by Kimber¬ 
lin, which might have been made by a 
bullet, but concerning which there 
seemed to be considerable doubt. Reed 
was the only witness who swore that 
when deceased was approaching him 
he had an open kuife in his hand, al¬ 
though it came ot in the evidence. Sher¬ 
iff Anderson testifying that a large 
knife with blade opened was found in 
the podket of Kimberlin’s clothes. 

Dr. J. C. Mudd, Mike Fitzgerald, 
and Chris. Hertlein were introduced as 
character witnesses, all three testify¬ 
ing that the defendant bore an excel¬ 
lent reputation in this community.

The final papers against her were 
made out this morning by the United 
States Attorney and she will be held in 
jail until the meeting of the Federal 
Grand Jury in April. 

The young woman saw Shaunty as he 
was entering the kitchen of Capt. Wil¬ 
lis Ulin’s quarter*, and fired four shots 
at him in quick succession from a er- 
volver. Three of them entered his 
breast, one piercing his heart. 

Shaunty’s borne was at Springfield, 
Ky. He is said to have become ac¬ 
quainted with the girl two years ago, 
when he was stationed in Jefferson 
| Barracks in St. Louis.

As a result, wi were made a 
nation of Inventors, and we have out¬ 
stripped the world In the Held of me¬ 
chanics. 

“Yet we have no system to-day 
whereby Inventors or the owners of 
patents can be surely spared the 
enormous costs and loss of time Inci¬ 
dent to eudless litigation I would 
venture to say. from my own experi¬ 
ence, that bore than half the patents 
which th? people have tried to use 
have been In litigation at their ex¬ 
piration. The period consumed In 
litigation, of course, comes out of the 
life of the patent, and every month of 
delay la just so much loss not only 
to the owner, but to the public who 
would get the benefit of the patent. 
We have Industrial concerns In this 
country that spend from $500,000 to 
$2,000,000 a year developing patents, 
ir the validity of these patents could 
be assured promptly, not only would 
the gain to their owners be great, but 
the value to the people of the United 
States would run into uncountable 
millions. 

Salaries Not Adequate. 

“With Issues as great as this at 
stake. It would seem that congress 
should look broadly at the question 
and establish the court on a generous 
basis. I believe a salary of $12,000 
for the chief Justice and $11,000 for 
the associate justices Is not too great 
If we are to have a court of patent ap 
peals composed of the ablest judges 
In the country. The present bill pro¬ 
vides salaries of $10,000 and $9,500 
respectively. This appears to be a 
large remuneration, but It la not, un¬ 
der the circumstances. I fear It Is not 
adequate to enable the establishment 
of the court on a paoper basis.” 

President's Forthcoming Tour, .» 

President Taft, who is apparent¬ 
ly extremely fond of travel, not 
so much, hla friends say, for trav¬ 
el’s sake. - but because he has a 
thought that be ought to give to the 
people personally and by word of 
mouth bis Ideas of government, will 
start from Washington March 15 on 
an eight days' Journey. It la perfectly 
true that nn outline of the president’s 
speechmaking program, as already 
prepared, shows that as far as texts 
are concerned, he has chosen only one 
great legislative subject on which to 
speak, but If precedent counts for any¬ 
thing he probably will say a great 
many things concerning matters of 
legislative moment while talking on 
announced subjects (hat have no par¬ 
ticular bearing on legislative matters. 

The president will go from Wash¬ 
ington to New York, where he will ad¬ 
dress a meeting of tho members of 
the Society of Foreign Wars. He will 
have something to say about patriot¬ 
ism In time of war and this naturally 
will lead to a discussion of that high¬ 
er patriotism which Induces men to 
take an active Interest In their coun¬ 
try’s affairs In time of peace. 

In Chicago the president will ad¬ 
dress the newspaper men, the Irish 
Fellowship club and a great meeting 
of persons Interested In conserving 
the natural resources of the country 
This conservation meeting la —’- 
one at which Mr Taft, as far as bk< 
announcements go. has Intimated that 
he la to speak on a subject which Is 
before congress for legislation. 

Firm Friend of Conservation. 

Because of the widespread Interest 
In the Ballinger-Plnchct Inquiry and 
the charges and countercharges that 
have been made by tho men who are 
Involved In the trouble, H Is said that 
Mr. Taft fears the people will get the 
idea that he Is not the same Arm advo¬ 
cate of conservation that he once was 
The president's friends say It was be¬ 
cause of his absolute desire that the 
natural . resources should be saved 
that he separated his mesjages to 
congress and gave one over wholly to 
the cause of conservation. This mes¬ 
sage was sent by Itself so that 
there would be no other matter to 
draw the attention of congress away 
from the prime subject which the 
president wauled It to consider. 

Outline of Probable Law. 

It la probable that congress win 
pass a law which, so to speak, 
will separate the surface of the pub¬ 
lic lands from the deposits which lie 
underneath. In other words, thej-e 
will be one means of disposing of the 
hidden mineral wealth and another 
means of disposing of the right to 
farm The government hereafter. If 
the Taft idea la to bo carried out. 
wants to retain such control of the 
mineral wealth underlying the pub 
lie lands that It can lease the deposits 
and derive some pecuniary benefit 
rather than to turn them over to great 
corporations as has been frequently 
done In the paat. There are other 
conservation measures, however 
which have been recommended anil 
which probably will not get tho force 
of law at this session. Tbc president 
probably, will have a word to 6ay on 
these measures to hla Chicago audl 
ence of conservationists.

Washington.—There Is every Indica¬ 
tion that the debate In the senate on 
the amendments to the interstate com-1 
merce act will be long drawn out and 
that It win be marked by many of the 
acrimonious featurea of the tariff de¬ 
bate of last spring and summer The 
alignment of senators on the measure 
will not be exactly the same as that 
on tho customs measure, but the ma¬ 
jority of those who will be In opposi¬ 
tion to the bill as It was Introduced 
will be the senators who fought many 
of tho provisions of the Payne-Aldrtch 
bill 

It is doubtful If there ever was In¬ 
troduced Into congress a bill upon 
which there were exactly so many di¬ 
verse opinions as there are upon this 
measure which the senate now has 
under consideration. Of course the 
measure affects largely Ike work of 
the members of the interstate com¬ 
merce commission, and yet the mem¬ 
bers of the commission themselves are 
at variance In their views as to tbs 
efficiency of the bill In some of Its par¬ 
ticulars. The amendments were pre¬ 
pared in the first Instance by a com¬ 
mittee appointed by President Taft, 
every one of the members of which 
was a lawyer of high standing. Then 
Mr. Taft went over the measure him- 
self, bringing to bear on it all his Ju¬ 
dicial training. The cabinet officers 
took It up And sanctioned It and said 
it was proof against attack In the 
courts. 

Exoerts Disagree. 

There never was such a case per¬ 
haps of supposed experts disagreeing 
on the efficiency of a bill. There Is a 
provision In the proposed legislation 
which allows the railroads to enter 
Into traffic agreements on rates, tbs 
agreements to be submitted to the In¬ 
terstate commerce commission, who 
shall be Allowed to pass only on the 
question as to whether the rate aa an 
average la exorbitant. 

Some members of the Interstate 
commerce commission declare that 
this takes away much from the prop¬ 
osition as advanced originally by The¬ 
odore Roosevelt The former presi¬ 
dent agreed that the railroads should 
be allowed to make traffic pools, byt 
said that the Interstate commerce com¬ 
mission ehoald be given the power to

Being the keynote and the “glory” 
of the Christian religion this emblem 
soon became prized in other directions 
besides those ecclesiastic. With the 
triumph of Christianity the cross at 
once was recognized as a universal 
symbol of highest nobility and honor. 
It was cow considered to add dignity 
to the crowns and scepters of emper¬ 
ors and princes. It became the proud¬ 
est ensign of knightly rank. The 
greatest warriors were proud to see the 
cross on the hilts of their swords as 
well as on the banners under which 
they fought it also became a sign ot 
merit for valoiyand bravery—a reward 
for deeds oi honor, as the Iron cross 
of Prussia established by William HI. 
for patriotic bravery In war. 

ft was worn also as a protection In 
times of trouble. To denote the con¬ 
secration or those devoted to the aid 
of the suffering and needy; the Red 
Cross was the confederation of socie¬ 
ties In different countries for the bet¬ 
terment of conditions of the wounded 
soldiers in campaigns on land and 
sea. In Crusader days, beginning 
with Peter the Hermit, in 1094, start¬ 
ing out to deliver the Holy Land from 
the dominion of the Infidel, the brave 
warriors wpre thus named because of 
the red cross they wore as badges on 
tbelr right shoulders. 

The archbishop's crozter—the en¬ 
sign of his office—Is the staff with a 
cross head, distinguishing It from the 
“pastoral.' staff or bishops and abbots, 
which nave a shepherd's crook. 

Thus has been experienced the say¬ 
ing of Justin Martyr so many years 
ago—that “the aign of the cross was 
impressed upon the whole of nature. 
There ta hardly a handicraftsman also 
but usee the figure of It among the 
Implements of his Industry It forms 
a part of man himself." Man has been 
created In this forjn as has been beau¬ 
tifully Illustrated by Emily Collier in 
the painting depicting the Holy Child's 
expression of his love—“So wide la 
my love." 

In the middle ages and in Crusaders* 
days the cross was the distinctly* 
symbol of the Christian In contradis¬ 
tinction to the Crescent of tha Mo¬ 
hammedan. 

The custom of marking one's sig¬ 
nature by a cross was first adopted 
by Christians In the'year 110 to dis¬ 
tinguish them from the pagans, and It 
stood for a silent oath. 

The early Christians Immediately 
used this sign, which was connected 
with their religion, as a secret mes¬ 
sage to one another in their first days 
of persecution. Mtngllng with the 
persecutors of their faith, they could 
thus make themselves known to each 
other without cal’ -g the attention of 
those around them In visiting the 
catacombs in Rome, where they hid 
from fear of their persecutors,,U Is In¬ 
tensely Interesting to notice that the 
sign so sacred to them is effrved and 
engraven all around the wails of their 
prison cells and above the ton-be of 
their brethren.

Eve r since the crucifixion it has 
left a strong impress on the history of 
the nations and has been revered tn 
the religion of all the sects bearing 
the name of Christ. It has been sur¬ 
rounded by traditions and mysticism 
and endowed with supernatural and 
miraculous attributes. It has beefi ta¬ 
ken os the emblem of a faith under 
the banner o' which great deeds or 
heroism have bees done, as in oiden 
days when pioneer messengers of the 
Story ot the Cross filled with religious 
seal entered bravely into uncivilized 
and barbaiian lands, feartesly Ignor¬ 
ing great dangers. 

Heralded by Christian banners the 
procession of civilization has spread 
to all parts ot the world Romans car¬ 
ried It ‘o the Britons and Saxons. The 
worship ot the sun as observed by the 
Incas was brought to an end through 
the ascendancy of Spanish bearers of 
the cross. 

In more recent times Spanish 
monks, with peace in their hearts, 
amid many hardships, wrested from 
the aborigines the western coast of 
our own country, where they erected 
many missions to epread the teach¬ 
ings of Christianity. The influence of 
the cross so entirely filled the minds 
of its followers that It became the cen¬ 
ter subject of the'paintings of the old 
masters and in time permeated not 
only the spirit of this art, but also 
that of architecture, for we find 
throughout the great Christian archi¬ 
tecture of the Middle Ages and In all 
forms of mediaeval decoration this 
sign of the cross standing out conspic¬ 
uously. The very foundations of the 
edifices which were erected I" com¬ 
memoration of faith In this symbol tot-

Nothing is so certain to produce a 
small and unprofitable, litter of pigs as 
to have the sow in farrow to share her 
lot or bed with a pen of half-grown 
shoats or with other sows. In summer 
■he will go off to some secluded spot to 
make her bed and thus escape the dan¬ 
ger of crowding. In winter or early 
spring, however, she cannot overcome 
the habit of huddling uo with the lot. 
oven up to her time, and thus endanger¬ 
ing her offspring. 

The thrifty farmer will provide sepa¬ 
rate pens or lots, and plenty, but not 
too much, straw and shelter from rain. 
After the pigs are a week old two or 
three sows may be run together. Of 
course, it takes more time to water and 
feed the-sows separated this way, but 
it pays to do tt. 

It is a great disappointment and a 
real loss of lime and feed to have your 
promising brood sow turn up with only 
one or two pigs- If it is your fault you 
cannot make it up this season and bv 
another the golden opportunity may 
have passed.—Farmers Home Journal.
